St. Patrick’s parish thanks Roma Frey,

NORTH PARK — When Father 
Robert Gavotto became pastor of St. 
Patrick Church, one of his parishioners, 
Mrs. Roma Frey, asked herself, ‘‘Where 
have I heard that name before?’’ 


Father Gavotto’s signature, she later 
remembered, was on one of her most 
prized possessions, a certificate he had 
signed five years before, in 1975, when he 

“served in Rome as secretary of the world- 
wide Augustinian order. His signature 
attested to the fact that Mrs. Frey was an 
‘affiliate’? Augustinian. 


MRS. FREY had been, until recently, 
the organist at St. Patrick Church for the 
past 54 years, almost as long as the parish 
has been in the care of the Augustinian 
Fathers. She started her service there in 
1929, and only stopped just recently, as 
age and illness made it too difficult to 
climb the stairs to the choir loft. 


The parish thanked her last Sunday 
afternoon at 2 p.m. There were bouquets, 


Ms. Mansour 
gets papal ‘no’

Pope John Paul II’s personal 
involvement in the Agnes Mary Mansour 
case was ‘‘unusual’’ and tied to ‘‘the 
importance of the abortion issue,’’ said a 
highly placed Vatican source. 


Agnes Mary Mansour is the Michigan 
Social Services director who quit the 
Sisters of Mercy last week instead of 
giving up her state job as the Vatican 
ordered. As social service director she is 
responsible for administering state funds 
for abortions. She said May 11 that she 
had decided to leave her order because of 
the ‘‘mandate of the Holy Father.”’ 


THE POPE on May 13 in a speech to 
superiors of women Religious, said nuns 
must ‘“‘humbly and courageously’’ follow 
the direction of their bishops in carrying 
out their social ministries. The pope did 
not mention Ms. Mansour by name in his

spiritual and floral, a letter from Bishop 
Leo T. Maher, and a special brass plate 
was set in the choir loft, attesting to Mrs.

Mrs. Frey came to San Diego as a 
young girl in 1919. She married, raised a 
family, earned money as a musician, gave 
her time and talent to her parish, and 
settled in her present house 40 years ago. 


MRS. PAT Tilly, a St. Patrick’s 
parishioner, has done extensive research 
into Mrs. Frey’s background and musical 
accomplishments, which began as early as 
age 12; true to form, Mrs. Frey denies 
them all. Her opinion of an eye-witness 
account of a recital, with orchestra, she 
gave as a young girl was simply, ‘‘I would 
certainly know if I did!’’ 


Born two days after Christmas, 1903, 
Mrs. Frey looks forward to her 80th 
birthday: ‘“Then I’ll be able to do as I 
please,”’ she said. A native of Nevada, 
she came to San Diego by way of San 
Francisco, where, the family says, she 
studied music. Typically, Mrs. Frey 
denies it: 

*“My mother was.the only teacher I 
ever had, We-were poorer than churc’ 
mice. Somehow my mother managed to 
scrape up enough money to send me to 
my aunt in San Francisco. But $5 a 
(piano)-lesson could have fed the entire 
family.”’ :

League protests 


Univ. ‘art’ show 


CHICAGO (NC) .— Protesters, 
including the Catholic League for 
Religious and Civil Rights, have called an 
art exhibit anti-Catholic and asked the 
University of Illinois at Chicago Circle 
Center to remove the display from its 
campus. 


Of the 40 paintings by Chicago artist 
Douglas Van Dyke on exhibit at the 
university’s Circle Center Gallery, the 
Catholic League stated that 34 have been 
described as “‘blatantly anti-Catholic.’’ 


AMONG THE images in the display, 
according to the Catholic League, are 
“‘the pope as the'devil, priests as Nazis, 
Christ on a cross with the head of a pig, 
the Blessed Virgin Mary on a toilet seat 
and the sacramental host in various 
disgusting situations.’’ 

In a letter to Donald Langenberg, the 
university chancellor, the Catholic 
League’s director of public -affairs, 
Michael Schwartz, said the league is 
“‘outraged because the paintings are so 
grossly hateful toward the Catholic

‘UNWINNABLE’ — A nuclear weapon is 
unusable because “‘no government can use 
it,’’ said William E. Colby, former director of 
the Central Intelligence Agency. He spoke in 
Washington at a panel discussion on the U.S. 
bishops’ pastoral letter on war and peace. 
“‘The arms race is unwirnable,’’ Colby said. 
He told an audience filling St. Peter’s Church 
on Capitol Hill that ‘‘we are about 30 minutes 
away from a Soviet officer in a silo. If he 
pushes the right buttons, we are all 
obliterated.’’ 


IN VITRO OUT — The Catholic bishops 
of England, Scotland and Wales have urged 
severe government restrictions on the use of.in 
vitro fertilization and expressed serious 
misgivings about the entire “‘test tube baby”’ 
procedure. The bishops are opposed to 
possible damage to the embryos in 
experimentation and the selection of only the 
“*fittest’’ embryos. 

NOT HEROES — “‘It is important to keep 
saying that the gunmen in Northern Ireland 
are not national heroes,’’ said Mairead 
Corrigan Maguire, awarded a Nobel Peace 
Prize in 1977 as co-founder of the Peace People 
Movement. She said she told Congress to 
‘‘keep saying terrorists are terrorists, they are 
not tomorrow’s heroes.’’ Mrs. Corrigan 
Maguire, who once considered joining the 
Irish Republican Army, an outlawed guerrilla 
organization, criticized the Christian churches 
for what she said was a failure to preach 
Christ’s non-violent message. 

COURAGE NEEDED — Nuns should 
accept, ‘‘humbly and courageously,’ the 
direction of bishops about their ministries, said 
Pope John Paul II. The pope spoke to 
members of the International Union of 
Superiors General, representing one million 
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nuns in 100 countries. Pope John Paul urged 
the Sisters to choose their apostolate after 
“serious study’’ and to work “‘in accordance 
with the hierarchy’? even if that means 
suspending or redirecting their social ministry. 


EMBRACED — Greek Orthodox Patriarch 


Ignatius IV Hazim joined Pope John Paul IT | 


in blessing the people attending an Ascension 
Day Mass in St. Peter’s Basilica. The 
Orthodox leader, who is patriarch of Antioch 
and All the East, attended the papal Mass and 
at its conclusion embraced the pope before 
giving the blessing with Pope John Paul II'to a 
crowd of 10,000. In his homily, the pope noted 
the patriarch’s presence and voiced his hope 
that the current Holy Year would ‘‘contribute 
to hastening the time of the desired full union 
of all those who believe in Jesus Christ. The 
next day,.the two met privately at the Vatican. 


CAPTIVE CLERIC — Father Alfonsas 
Svarinskas, a Lithuanian priest, was convicted 
May 6 of ‘‘anti-constitutional and anti-state 
activity’? and sentenced to-seven years in jail, 
the Soviet news agency Tass reported. The 
cleric’s conviction came after a two-day trial in 
Vilna, the capital of Lithuania. Father 
Svarinskas, a 58-year-old pastor, was jailed 
since Jan. 26 on suspicion of distributing anti- 
Soviet material to the foreign press and 
preaching against the government. As co- 
founder of the Catholic Committee for the 
Defense of the Rights of Believers, a 
clandestine group, the priest was twice 
convicted of similar charges. 


RESIGNED — Pope John Paul II has 
accepted the resignations of two Wisconsin 
bishops, Aloysius J. Wycislo of Green Bay, 74, 
and Frederick W. Freking of La Crosse, 69. 
The bishops will serve as apostolic 


administrators of their dioceses until’ 


successors are appointed. Msgr. Eugenio 
Sharbaro, charge d’affaires at the apostolic 


‘ delegation in Washington, announced the 


resignations. Bishop Wycislo has headed the 
Green Bay diocese since 1968, and Bishop 
Freking has led his diocese since 1964.

Principals back from two-day retreat 


ORANGE — The principals of all 44 
elementary schools in Imperial and San 
Diego Counties that make up the 
diocesan schools system spent this past 
Monday and Tuesday (May 16-17) in 
retreat at the Sisters of St. Joseph of 
Orange motherhouse here.

MUCH OF the retreat was given over 
to a presentation of a monograph, The 
Christian Formation of Catholic Educators, by 
Father Alfred A. McBride, O.Praem., 
said Sister Rose; Father Dennis C. Clark, 
schools superintendent, joined the 
principals and celebrated Mass as the 
age ‘drew to a close. © *~ 


““Teachers are the heart of our Catholic 
schools and the principals are the primary 
leaders of their staffs,’’ said Sister Rose. 
The retreat, she added, focussed on a

evangelization...paralleling many of the 
themes of RENEW. It was an opening up 
at the ground level of a deep Christian 
formation that will keep on taking deeper 
and deeper roots.’

Youth Office consultant: ‘I had it made. They didn’t’

NORMAL HEIGHTS ~ Not all of 


the illegal aliens being detained in San 
Diego by the U.S. government are from 
Mexico. Many are from Central 
America, notably strife-torn El Salvador. 
They are being held as material witnesses 


in alien smuggling cases or awaiting- 


deportation back to wherever they came 
from. Most are Roman Catholics. 


A small number are housed at Casa 
San Juan, a custodial facility operated for 
the government. by Catholic Community 
Services in an effort to provide an 
alternative to a prison setting for people 
not yet convicted of any crime. The 
inmates are minors, all males, and 
whatever it was that they were seeking 
when they entered this country illegally, 
they obviously haven’t found it yet. 


EVER SINCE late last summer, 
Armando Medina-Flores, a_ bi-lingual 


consultant with the diocesan Office of 


Youth Ministries, has been going to Casa 
San Juan on a weekly basis. Using 
Spanish-language Bibles donated by CCS 
as his only catechetical aid, he has been 
teacher and group discussion leader, 
trying to bring the young people ‘‘from 
the reality of where they are in their lives 
to what is the message of God about that 
situation.”’ 

Things are a bit easier to handle for 
youths who have come north from 
Mexico for mainly economic reasons,

‘A risky business’ ~ 
because at the worst they will merely be 
sent back across the border, only 20 or so 
miles away. But, he points out, the only 
choice young men have in El Salvador is 
either to join the government forces or to 
fight with the guerrillas that oppose the 
ruling junta. 

Medina-Flores remembers his initial 
apprehension when confronting the 
inmates of Casa San Juan the first time. 
“‘T had it made. I was free. I had my place 


in life. They didn’t. What was I going to 
say to them?”’ 


HE FOUND the answer deep within 


his own Catholic faith and his own life 


experience, and tried to share with them 
what meant most for him. ‘“‘I try to give 
them some hope in their life. I give them 
the Gospel and the Gospel is life.’’ 


Although the threat of deportation is a 
real one for many of Casa San Juan’s 
residents, and the fact that they are 
incarcerated notwithstanding, there is still 
a feeling of family and real concern for the 
inmates’ welfare on the part of the staff, 
said Medina-Flores, who also _ visits 
regularly at Juvenile Hall. 


“‘The pope said in Central America 
that the Church should reach out to those 
who hurt the most, and give them a sense 
of closeness with God. At first I wondered 
what I would say to them. All I had was 
the Gospel, but the Gospel is life against 
the powers of darkness, whatever shape it 
takes — killing, oppression, a lack of 
human rights,’’ said Medina-Flores. 


HE RELATED the story of one young 
man from El Salvador, who literally 
remained hidden under a bed, without 
moving or eating, for three days while 
government and rebel forces traded shots 
in his village. Much of the civilian 
population was caught in the cross-fire 
and killed. 


“This makes young people mature in 


comparison with kids here in the states, 

more realistic and compassionate, ihGaok 
some fear and wounds remain,’’ he said. 
“‘T really am amazed by the suffering of 
these people. I feel I am evangelized by 
just talking with them.”’ 


“You see that when Jesus was in the. 
synagogue in Galilee. He said the 
captives were free, the poor ‘were 
evangelized. And Jesus was a refugee, an 
illegal alien when the Holy Family fled to 
Egypt. Whatever is happening to you, it 


- has already happened to Jesus....’’ 


CATECHESIS takes its themes from 
the inmates’ own needs, said Medina- 
Flores. ‘‘I try to give them a sense of 
worth as persons and to value their 
experiences, to make them more 
responsive as Christians in what God is 
calling them to do in the situation in 
which they find themselves. I tell them 
not to despair, not to give up.”’ 


_ Most of the Mexicans will probably be 
deported once they testify in court against 
alien smugglers or their cases are 
otherwise settled, said Medina-Flores. 
But for the Salvadorans, many of whom 
say they face certain death if they are 
forcibly sent back home, deportation {8a 
frightening prospect. 


“The U.S. government doesn’t wan’t 
them. A few manage to stay with relatives 
or as refugees. There is.always that hope. 
But being a young person in El Salvador 
today is a risky business....’’

Small decisions — great results 

G.K. Chesterton once remarked that an apparently 
insignificant decision may have a massive effect over time. 

Chesterton was referring to a determination made early 
in Church history about the display of paintings and 
statues in churches. The iconoclastic (destroy the images) 
position of the time advocated following the synagogue 
tradition that banned all images. But the early Church 
decided that statues and paintings were to be permitted. 


Chesterton commented, ‘‘One small mistake in 
judgment, at that time, would have toppled all of the 
marvelous statues of the basilicas and shattered all the 
stained glass windows of the catherals.”’ 

Yes, a seemingly small decision can have a great effect. 
Somewhere in the Congressional Record of years gone by is 
such a decision. 


Approximately 15 years ago, the U.S. Congress began to 
formulate programs that now constitute our federal 
financial aid system for college students. In some obscure 
sub-committee meeting it was decided to write the law in 
such a way that federal aid would be tuition-sensitive. A 
small concept with massive consequences today. 


Tuition-sensitivity means that the amount of aid for 
which a student is eligible will depend, in part, on the 
tuition at the school he or she chooses to attend. The 
amount of aid will be based on the difference between that 
cost and the capability of the student’s family to pay. 


Sounds simple enough. 
But what a difference between a tuition-sensitive aid 


system and a system offering a fixed-dollar amount of aid. | 


What a difference in terms of real freedom of choice for 
college students. 


The tuition-sensitive character of federal aid helps in 
promoting freedom of choice for parents and students; it 
helps offset the pressure of state-subsidized tuition which 
may force students to attend state colleges, even when these 
schools are not their first choice. 


What does this mean for parents who would like a son or 
daughter to attend the University of San Diego? 


It means that the difference in tuition between the 
Catholic university in San Diego and the state universities 
and colleges may not be nearly as great as it first appears. 


Why? Because calculations to determine how much 
financial aid can be offered take into account the higher 
tuition costs at independent schools, such as USD. - 


No parent should make a judgment that it is not possible 
for a son or daughter to attend an independent college until 
they have asked the school to calculate the tuition-sensitive 
financial aid that might be available. 

Chesterton was right. Small decisions can have a great 
and critical effect. In this case, the effect is the 
enhancement of the right of parents and students to 
freedom of choice in higher education.

The ‘Galileo affair’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II told a meeting 
of world-renowned scientists last week that the Galileo affair has 
led the Church ‘‘to a more mature attitude and to a-more 
accurate grasp of the authority proper to her.”’ 


The pontiff’s words came at an audience for 300 scientists, 
including 40 Nobel prize winners, who were meeting in Rome at 
a convention marking the 350th anniversary of the publication of 
Galileo’s book, Dialogues on the Two Great World Systems. 


Galileo Galilei, an Italian mathematician, inventor, 
astronomer and physicist of the late 16th and early 17th 
centuries, was censured by the Roman Inquisition for teaching 
that the sun was the center of the universe and that the earth 
revolved around the sun. . 


This teaching, then a barely demonstrated scientific thesis, was 
‘thought by many in the Church to contradict a literal 
interpretation of Scripture that the sun moved around the earth 
and the theological belief in the centrality of man as redeemed by 
Christ. 


“‘We cast our minds back to an age when there had developed 
between science and faith grave incomprehension, the result of 
misunderstandings or errors, which only humble and patient re- 
examination succeeded in gradually dispelling,’ the pope said. 


“‘We should rejoice together that the world of science and the 
Catholic Church have learned to go beyond those moments of 
conflict, understandable no doubt, but nonetheless regrettable,’’ 
he added. 


“‘Divine revelation of which the Church is the guarantor and 
witness,’’ he added, ‘‘does not of itself involve any particular 
scientific theory, and the assistance of the Holy Spirit in no way 
lends itself to guaranteeing explanations that we would wish to 
profess concerning the physical constitution of reality.”’

Dialogue of mutual esteem 


The Jewish and Christian communities have recently 
celebrated their respective holy days of Passover and Easter. This 
is a time when bridges of understanding should be built between 
our two faith communities. 


The Second Vatican Council’s Declaration on the Relation of 
the Church to non-Christian Religions (Nostra Aetate) speaks of 
the unique relationship which Jews and Christians share. Last 
year, Pope John Paul II reminded us of this special relationship: 
“‘Our common spiritual heritage is considerable. Help in better 
understanding certain aspects of the Church’s life can be gained 
by taking an inventory of that heritage, but also by taking into 
account the faith and religious life of the Jewish people as 
professed and living now as well.’’ 


With regard to this heritage, as Catholics we believe that it is 
the same God, “‘inspirer and author of the books of both 
Testaments,’’ (Det Verbum, no. 16) who speaks both in the old 
and new covenants. Pope John Paul II makes it clear that the 
relationship between the Hebrew Scriptures and the New 
Testament is best understood as a dialogue of mutual esteeni. 


A careful examination of the Sacred Scriptures and their 
historical context is a prerequisite element in this dialogue. Such 
an examination makes us realize that the Gospels cannot be 
interpreted as justifying any form of anti-semitism. Nostra Aetate 
specifically states that Jesus’ passion and death ‘‘...cannot be 
blamed upon all the Jews then living, without distinction, nor 
upon the Jews of today.’’ 


Through a dialogue of mutual esteem the Jewish and Christian 
communities will come to a deeper understanding of their faith, 
be drawn closer together, and serve as a catalyst for ever greater 
efforts at harmony and peace among the various elements of the 
one human family. :

There were the horses 
which, in a surge of neighborliness, sauntered onto the 
patio with a branch or two of the liquid amber and 
fruiting peach on their haunches and nodded greeting 
through the living room windows. 


This year for the first time, we had suffered no 
commando raids.

Until last 
week! Until a valiant little Mock Orange abruptly shrank 
in size and we discovered the unmistakeable mark of deer 
molars on the remaining stubs — all that was left of the 
brave new shoots of yesterday. 


LET ME SAY that I love deer. I am happy to allow 
them to browse freely on the perimeters of my cultivation. 
I was even philosophical over their eating my dahlias to 
the ground last year. Well, this too would be forgiven — 
provided they did no more damage. Unfortunately our 
deer have a strong epicurean streak and today it was 
apparent that their tastes had extended to the 
Veronica!That was when ‘I became familiar with all that 
makes violence possible! 


The Veronica is very important to me, not only as a 
shrub but as a symbol of triumph over vicissitude and 
hostile environment. It has survived poor soil, frost and 
snow, wind and scorching heat to grow into a perfect 


specimen. It is exactly what a Veronica should be. It is 
utterly true to its specie and quite beautiful. Last year tiny 
spearlike clusters of purple blossom covered its graceful 
dome from spring to fall.

There’s nothing there 


William Safire, New York Times columnist writing on 
word usages and abuses, recently traced the origin of the 
phrase ‘‘squeal rule.’’ That rule proposed that any 
government-financed birth control clinic had to report to 
parents when a teenager came seeking such information 
or device. It was a smart ploy; Americans don’t like the 
word ‘‘squeal.’’ We’ve been taught to reject squealers 
from all those early gangster movies, up to our present 
TV plots. 

With one word usage, the federal regulation was placed 
in a negative light, from which it is doubtful it will ever 
emerge. Extend that phrase. If you know a teenager is 
taking, selling,. pushing drugs and reported this to 
parents, would liberals accuse you of ‘‘squealing?”’ 
Would it be considered ‘‘squealing’’ if someone reported 
to parents that a teenager is carrying a knife or gun and is 
engaged in a life of thievery? Probably not; it is in this one 
area, so precious to the heart of the liberals, the right of 
the young to be “‘active sexually,’’ that to make known 
this activity becomes squealing.

Sexuality determines a person as a man or as a woman. 
Sexuality molds a person long before he or she comes to 
any conscious commitment concerning a sexual stance: 
e.g., to marry. 

Christian faith proclaims the fact that we are wholly 
satisfied only in God. The sexual conversation between 
human persons is ultimately a weak reflection of that love 
of God for us which entirely offers and gives itself. 


HUMAN SEXUALITY needs formation in order to 
approximate the kind of quality of love which God shares 
with us. Authentic sexual expression, then, always 
accepts the other not merely for the sake of one’s own 
need, but also loves the other person as person and accepts 
him/her in the individual’s totality. 


Where sex becomes separated from the personal, and 
sexual activity no longer is the means and expression of 
personal attachment, but sought for its own sake, it loses 
its natural meaning and legitimacy. 

The ‘‘giving’’ and ‘‘receiving’’ of the total sexual self 
affects the whole person, and those involved in such a 
language cannot part as though nothing had happened. 


SINCE, THEN, the sexual act is the expression of the 
unity of both parties and is capable of bestowing a 
knowledge which has a most fundamental effect, the 
indispensable prerequisite for its legitimacy is the mutual 


not confined to the secular press. In the second and third 
drafts of the pastoral letter on nuclear arms, the writers (at 
that time, not bishops) chose an unfelicitous phrase. They 
said the reason the issue of nuclear weapons was 
addressed at this time was because this was ‘‘a new 
moment.’’ Now in another pastoral, on the family, great 
mention was made that the occasion of the message was 
going to bring about the ‘‘teachable moment.”’ 


‘What is any moment, if we speak of the present, of 
now, anything else but new? That’s the definition, that’s 
what it means: it is now and now is new. No special 
attention should be made about a ‘‘new moment,’’ 
presumably to set it off from all the other dull, lackaday 
present moments, which just come and go. To use ‘‘new 
moment”’ is trendy; it falls into the semantic flotsam of 
the day. But even pastorals do that. 


Similar rhetorical abuse of language occurs in 
evaluation reports used by counselors, or educators in the 
Catholic institutions. For example, if you were a parent of 
a high school adolescent, or let us say, a college student, 
and you received the following evaluation of his

and publicly proclaimed will to a binding acceptance 
which is total and permanent. 


Where sex is separated from the personal it begins a 
vagabond life and thus there appears no reason why the 
“‘partner’’ should not be changed at will. 

All forms of hedonistic, auto-erotic acceptance of sex 
are to be rejected as false forms of behavior. 


An unrestrained sexual promiscuity which rejects all 


order and all restraints leads to depersonalization. Sexual | 


activity then becomes equated to the needs of eating and 
drinking, entirely disregarding the facts of personal 
relationship. 


SEXUALITY THEN becomes a matter of supply and 
demand. Sexual intercourse takes place merely for 
satisfaction and pleasure (‘‘because it is fun’’) and human 
sexuality sinks to the level of consumption goods. 


Christian tradition teaches that we can never 
meaningfully actuate our sexuality if we see it only as an 
egocentric value. We must always appreciate sexuality in 
terms of partnership. 


_ If sexual communication is directed at anything less 
than the total person of the other, there is an incomplete 
fulfillment of the sexual personality structure. 


A FLEETING encounter is unable to take seriously 


performance, what would you say? ‘‘Your son is in the 
middle between: fulfilled potential and unfulfilled 
potential, realistic and unrealistic, independent and 
dependent, and seldom anticipates consequences and 
usually anticipates consequences.”’ 


WHAT CAN any reasonable person make of that, 
other than to say, this is flummery; this abuse of words 
says nothing at all. It might appear that the counselor in 
this case needed counseling. 


Not surprisingly, Scripture does have strong things to 
say about language. We are reminded of St. Paul who 
said, ‘‘Let your yes be yes and your no, no.’’ Words are 
potent, or useless. They can devastate or betray non- 
meaning. Like the emperor’s clothes, they can 
demonstrate the naked fact: there’s nothing there. 


Seculars or ecclesiastics, academics or journalists fall 
into the same trendiness, to exhibit woolliness of mind. 
When we don’t know what to say, instead of being silent, 
or exact, we fall back on the jargon and no-sense phrases 
of the day. 


another person’s true needs. Cruising, therefore, is a 
form of human dishonesty. 


Perversion occurs whenever we locate an attitude which 
is not prepared to accept sexuality in its roots in the total 
personality and to integrate it in a meaningful way in the 
entirety of human life. 


Concretely, therefore, orgasm is not the greatest 
possible sexual fulfillment. What is? The experience of the 
union of two persons must be the goal and expression of 
true fulfillment in human sexuality. 


IN WHAT sense, then, is sexuality a form of 
language? Human sexuality sustains the gift of deep and 
personal communication between two persons. Sexuality 
is never mere genitality. It always “‘says’’ who we are, for 
better or for worse. 


Sexuality carries its own truth. In sexual expression, 
then, I must. always ask, ‘‘What am I saying?’’ For 
example, I may be “‘saying’’ that I am using you to 
satisfy my need to be accepted; or I am using you to build 
up a shaky self-image. 


Authentic sexual communication always sustains four 
essential ingredients: it conveys true intimacy; it 
integrates sensuality and tenderness; it accepts fully the 
other person; it is always open to the gift of bringing new 
life into the world.

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Hispanics exert strong pro-life influence in Valley

EL CENTRO — A few years ago, 
Southern California’s largest abortion 
clinic operator, Dr. Edward Allred, made 
an unsuccessful attempt to open a clinic in 
Calexico with the self-described mission 
of stemming ‘‘the Hispanic tide’’ into the 
United States. 


In 1980 the Health Systems Agency, a 
regional public ‘‘health’’ planning group 
for San Diego and Imperial counties, also 
tried to bring ‘‘services’’ such as 
pregnancy, contraception and infertility 
counseling and sterilization, as well as 
abortion to the Valley. 


AFTER MUCH hue and cry from the 
public, HSA dropped its plans. “‘When I 
saw the way the women turned out and 
started combating the HSA, I felt very 
good. People watching it got the message 
that there are people strong in their views 
who wouldn’t be pressured,’’ Victory 
Noll Sister Alice O’Brien said. 

For those not so strong in their views — 
women who have a ‘‘problem’’ 
pregnancy and are considering abortion, 


Birth-Right of Imperial Valley was. 


formed in May 1981 by Sister Alice, 
Victory Noll Sister Muriel Balch and 
Lauretta Taylor, a laywoman. 


The agency is not affiliated with 
Birthright International, but the chapter 
in San Diego has ‘‘been very helpful to 
us,’ Mrs. Taylor said. To become an 
official Birthright chapter, the Imperial 
Valley group would have to establish an 
office. 


THE GROUP doesn’t have enough 
money to open an office, but they do have 
a 24-hour telephone line so those involved 
in a pregnancy can call for help. 


Birth-Right is staffed by a core group of 
10 persons trained in counseling those 
who call the hot line. They counsel 
against abortion and try to provide 
whatever the woman needs to see a birth 
through: transportation, temporary 
emergency housing, maternity and baby 
clothing, education and medical referals. 


~ Three Catholics (the Sisters and Mrs. 
Taylor) formed the organization, but it is 
not a religious organization, they agreed. 
The agency’s charter insists that Birth- 
Right remain ““completely 
non-sectarian’” in name, function and 


- advertising. The main thing Birth-Right 


volunteers have in common is a reverence 
for life, said Tina Pankratz, who is a 
Mormon. 

*‘T HAVE always felt that rural people 
are more pro-life (than urban people),’’ 
Mrs. Taylor said. ‘““They raise animals 
and crops and they know an unborn lamb 


is a lamb and an unborn calf is a calf and 
an unborn human is a human,’’ she 


added. 


Sister Muriel credits the ‘‘close rural 
life’? and the Hispanic community for 
fostering an anti-abortion attitude in the 
Valley. 


Despite a healthy number of pro-life 
advocates, there are enough people opting 
for abortion that Birth-Right is needed, 
the founders agreed. 


‘WE WISH we could reach out to 
more girls and that more girls would take 
advantage of Birth-Right,’’ Sister Muriel 
said. But ‘‘I don’t know if we’ve been 
able to make ourselves known enough.’’ 
A slender budget leaves little money for 
advertising. 

For those who call, Birth-Right is able 
to provide ‘‘an alternative to abortion,’’ 
Mrs. Pankratz said. Often, the only thing 
a girl (they’ve dealt with children as 
young as 13) needs is someone to listen. 
“‘One of the biggest things the group does 
is be there to answer questions,’’ Mrs. 
Pankratz added. 


Many women see abortion as the only 
alternative; Birth-Right counselors try to 
calm them down so they can see the 
choices before them. ‘‘I think that’s why 


. they’re calling. They’re looking for a level 


head that’s not involved,’’ Sister Muriel 
said. 


FAMILIES, FRIENDS, boyfriends 
and husbands often pressure women to 
opt for abortion, the volunteers said. 
They feel no condemnation toward their 
clients who choose to abort their baby, 
Sister Muriel said, because they realize 
“girls are so pressurized’ and sometimes 
““gnorant.”’ 


“People down here have not been 
sympathetic to Planned Parenthood so 
far,’’ Mrs. Taylor said..The ‘‘family 
planning’ agency may have been 
discouraged by Dr. Allred’s failure to 
start his Calexico clinic, Sister Alice said. 


One San Diego-based woman’s group 


has made pro-abortion inroads into the 


Valley. The group sponsored a 


‘presentation at Imperial Valley College 


on ‘menstrual extraction.’’ The speakers 
told women how to perform an abortion 
on themselves by using a vacuum pump 
that can be purchased by anyone. 


ONE OF the biggest threats to life, 
Sister Alice said, is that many persons are 
trying to deny that morality is caught up 
in the abortion issue. The country could 
have ‘‘a’ whole generation of teenage 
girls’” making life and death choices 
“totally devoid of moral decisions,’’ 
Sister Alice said.

Church’s position on abortion 
and nuclear warfare ‘linked’ 


CHICAGO (NC) — The U.S. bishops 
have forced the American public to look 
at the abortion and warfare issues in 
relationship to one another, Father J. 
Bryan Hehir, the chief adviser to the 


bishops’ committee on war and peace, 


told pro-life directors. 

Looking at the Catholic Church’s stand 
on abortion and war, ‘‘there is almost no 
one else in the American political 


spectrum that holds those two positions 


the way we hold them,”’ he said.

The Vatican source told NC ‘News 
May 13 that it is unusual for the pope to 
become involved in the case of an 
individual Religious. But, he said, the 
situation called for action because Church 
officials thought the Sisters of Mercy had 
not handled the case properly. 


‘*This case called for decisive action,’’ 
said the Vatican source, who asked not to 
be named. 


‘““HER PROVINCIAL was to have 
acted, but did not, and the same was true 
of her superior. And it was an unusual 
case in that it had reached a national 
scandal for all Catholics. And _ so, 
particularly because of the importance of 
the abortion issue, the pope decided to 
step in,’’ added the source. 


Ms. Mansour announced May 11 she 
had been granted a dispensation from her 
perpetual vows as a Sister of Mercy after 
she became embroiled in controversy 
because her government responsibilities 
include handling Medicaid abortion 
funding. 

Her silence when Archbishop Edmund 
C. Szoka of Detroit asked her to criticize 
abortion funding led to his call for her 


resignation in February and sparked the 
dispute. She has said she personally 
opposes abortion but that as long as it is 
legal it would be unfair to deny state 
funding to women who cannot afford it. 
Archbishop Szoka’s demand was repeated 
to her May 9 by Auxiliary Bishop 
Anthony Bevilacqua of Brooklyn, N.Y., 
appointed by the Vatican as its delegate in 
the matter. Bishop Bevilacqua dispensed 
her from her vows when she declined to 
resign her state post. 


MS. MANSOUR, in announcing her 
dispensation from vows, said the Mercy 
Sisters had attempted to discuss the case 
with Church officials, to no avail. 


The Vatican source said that what was 
important to Church officials was the vow 
of obedience Religious make to the pope, 
a vow which is specifically delineated in 
the new Code of Canon Law. 


The source also discussed the. leave of 
absence which Ms. Mansour sought and 
which, she said, was granted by her order 
but refused by the Vatican. 


“THAT WOULD have been just a 
game, a trick to evade the issue,’’ the 
source said. ‘“That would have been just 
putting it off. She would still represent the 
order if she were on leave. What would 
that have accomplished?”’ 


The pope on May 13, two days after 
the announcement that Ms. Mansour had 
left the Sisters of Mercy, reaffirmed the 
need for nuns to accept, ‘‘humbly and 
courageously,’ the direction of local 
bishops about their social ministries. 


The pope spoke in Italian, French and 
English to members of the International 
Union of Superiors General, representing 
a million nuns in about 100 countries. 


HE URGED women Religious to 
choose their apostolates after ‘‘serious 
study’’ and ‘‘constant dialogue,’’ 
assuring that the work chosen is ‘‘always 
in conformity with the most urgent 
demands and according to the character 
of the institute’? to-which the nuns 
belong. , 


“Tt will involve always carrying out 
such experiences in accord with the 
hierarchy, applying oneself humbly and 
courageously,’’ he said. 


Pope John Paul made no. direct 
reference to the Mansour case. His 
comments came in the French-language 
section of his talk. 


of 238-9, the U.S. bishops had approved 
the war and peace pastoral letter the 
previous day. 


Father Hehir said that to put the 
abortion and warfare issues together ‘‘is 
to force our culture to look at what it 
means by defending life and to look at its 
policies in both areas and it is to give the 
Catholic Church the opportunity to 
demonstrate what a consistent ethic of _ 
means.’ 


Medical ethics and iicfoan ethics face a 
similar problem, Father Hehir told the 
pro-lifers. “‘In this age of galloping 
technology, when we can do almost 
anything, the decision about what we 
ought to do is the key moral question.”’ 


THE BISHOPS are critics on the 
nuclear war question in the same way 
they are critics on the abortion question, 
Father Hehir continued. ‘“They have a 
distinct place, they don’t want to be co- 
opted by any political movement. They 
have their own word to say and they say a 
word that is very significant in the midst 
of the choices we must face.”’ 


The Catholic Church has the capacity 
for a consistent, coherent ethic in the 
protection of life, Father Hehir said. “‘It 
is a centuries-old tradition with a coherent 
set of values, a consistent set of principles 
and a public potential today that is 
unique. 


“We take the value of life and we run it 
through several issues, not one,’’ he said. 
The Church’s principle of condemning 
any direct attack on innocent life guides 
its teachings-on abortion, on the targeting 
of civilian populations in war and on the 
care of the terminally ill.’” 


THIS CONSISTENT position is 
important not only for the Church but for 
society in general because it gives hope in 
an age where ‘‘we know we cannot afford 
one serious mistake’ and ‘‘hope is the 
capacity to live with courage in the face of 
issues that are larger than life,’’ Father 
Hehir told the pro-lifers. 


‘*We cannot control the power we have 
created unless we have the courage to stay 
with this issue and stay with the issue of 
reshaping consensus on abortion,’’ he 
said. 


In the face: of today’s dangers, the 
Church can ‘‘speak a word of hope and 
galvanize people who are convinced it is 
time for a moral about-face and that 
humanity can be saved only by conscious 
choices on all the issues that affect the 
value of life,’’ Father Hehir concluded.

USCC: This school prayer bill not enough 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Msgr. Daniel F. Hoye, 
general secretary of the U.S. Catholic Conference, has 
backed the concept of public school prayer but criticized a 
proposed constitutional amendment on the topic because 
it does not go far enough. 


While lauding the intent of S.J. Res. 73, the 
congressional proposal, as a “‘positive step,’” Msgr. Hoye 
said such a proposal must also provide for the right to 
receive voluntary religious instruction’ in a public school 
setting. 

‘““THE UNITED States Catholic Conference believes 
that the amendment in Senate Joint Resolution 73 does 
not adequately and effectively assure the right of 
America’s ‘children to express their faith,’’ Msgr. Hoye 
wrote in a statement submitted to the Senate Judiciary 


Committee’s subcommittee on the Constitution. ‘In the 
context of public schools, this right must include the right 
voluntarily to receive religious instruction consistent with 
their beliefs and: the practices of their own faith 
tradition.” 


He said that a constitutional amendment on school 
prayer ‘‘should include religious instruction, on a 
voluntary basis and under non-governmental auspices, on 
the premises of public schools and other public 
institutions.’’ 

The USCC official added that ‘‘prayer, without a 
framework of voluntary instruction in the child’s religious 
tradition,’’ is not enough to guarantee the individual’s 
religious freedom. ‘‘The present proposal would have 
mainly symbolic value and only minimal pedagogical 


Salvador Catholic weekly praises Reagan | 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador (NC) — A weekly 
Salvadoran Catholic newspaper has praised President 
Reagan’s policies toward El Salvador, and supported 
U.S. military aid. 

‘“‘Without a doubt this country would be reaching the 
limit of its admirable resistance had it not been for the 
military and economic assistance of America,’’ said an 
editorial appearing in the May 8 edition of Orientacion, 
the weekly newspaper of the Archdiocese of San Salvador. 

THE EDITORIAL, titled ‘‘A Speech Which Gives 
Hope,’”’ praised Reagan’s April 27 speech to Congress 
outlining his Central American policy. 

The editorial said the speech helped change what it 
regarded as favorable U.S. public opinion toward the 
guerrillas. : 

This shift ‘‘can mean only one thing: The campaign 
favorable to the guerrillas in that country (the United 
States) has lost the force of conviction despite its 
enormous qualities of organization,’’ it added. 

THE EDITORIAL said that ‘‘the Salvadoran 
revolution, maintained by the guerrillas and backed by 
Nicaragua and Cuba, is very far from being a popular 
revolution.”’ , 

It did not blame U.S. policy for the widening of the war 


and said Reagan is justified in viewing the Salvadoran . 


conflict as a U.S. security threat. 


“Tt is not because the United States gives military 
advice and economic aid to El Salvador that the region 
could become another Vietnam, but because of the

Russia through Nicaragua,’’ the editorial said. 


IT PRAISED Reagan’s support for the Salvadoran 
government’s election plans, saying elections “‘can lead to 
democracy, peace and justice.”’ 


The only criticism of Reagan voiced by Orientacion 
regards human rights.

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value,’’ he said, warning that it might create more 
problems than good. ‘‘As such, it is not of sufficient value 
to justify the problems it might create in terms of the 
American diversity of religious beliefs and traditions and 
the right of religious minorities in our pluralistic society,”’ 
he said. 


ANOTHER USCC official, Wilfred R. Caron, 
general counsel, has suggested language for a school 
prayer amendment to allow for public school student 
religious instruction. Caron’s amendment reads as 
follows: ; 


‘‘No person shall be denied the right voluntarily to 
engage in individual or group prayer, or to receive 
religious instruction provided by private -auspices, in 
public places or institutions, including schools, of the 
several states or the United States.”’ 


In a memo, Caron noted that his amendment does not 
specifically prohibit compulsory participation in school 
prayer or instruction. However, such a prohibition seems 
unnecessary because the proposal already refers to 
voluntary activity and because the First and 14th 
_Amendments already guard against compulsory religious 
activity, he said. 


THE LANGUAGE of S.J. Res. 73 is as follows: 


‘‘Nothing in this Constitution shall be construed to 
prohibit individual or group prayer in public schools or 
other public institutions. No person shall be required by 

. the United States or by any state to participate in 
prayer.”’ ; 

Meanwhile, a federal appeals court in Atlanta has 
overturned a lower U.S. district court ruling on Alabama 
laws which provided for two separate school prayer 
activities. The first allowed teachers to hold a period of 
silence for up to one minute during the first class period; 
the second permitted teachers to lead students in a 
specifically worded prayer. 
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Bishops wary of insurance bill; 


could force abortion coverage 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Pending 
legislation ‘‘could have the disastrous 
effect of requiring abortion coverage in 
every health and disability’’ insurance 
policy, a spokesman for the U.S. Catholic 
bishops said. 


The “‘limited conscience clause’’ in the 
bill does not protect insurers who may 
have moral objections to providing 
abortion coverage, and it could force all 
insurance buyers to buy abortion 
coverage despite conscientious objections, 
he said. 


THE SPOKESMAN, Father Edward 
M. Bryce, director of the bishops’ 
national Office for Pro-Life Activities, 
said the bishops’ conference ‘‘would feel 
compelled to ask Congress to reject the 
entire bill in defense of the First 
Amendment”’ unless it is amended to 
make it “‘neutral’’ on abortion. 


Father Bryce made his comments in a 
statement on the Fair Insurance Practices 
Act (S. 372, H.R. 100). The statement, 
released last week, was prepared for the 
House Committee on Energy and 
Commerce and the Senate Committee on 
Commerce, Science and Transportation, 
which are considering the bill. 


Father Bryce said the bill was described 
as ‘extending benefits’’ of the Pregnancy 
Disability Aet to individual or private 
insurance buyers. The Pregnancy 
Disability Act requires elective abortion 


to be treated as a medical condition 
“‘related’’ to pregnancy that insurers are 
required to cover in order to avoid sex 
discrimination in group insurance 
policies. 


THE NATIONAL 
Catholic Bishops supported the 
legislation’s aim of removing sex 
discrimination in employee benefit plans, 
Father Bryce said, but it opposed the 
inclusion of abortion-related benefits in 
the act and considers its ‘‘conscience 
clause’’ inadequate to protect employers 
who object to“abortion on moral grounds. 


Conference of 


When the Pregnancy Disability Act 
.was passed in 1978, the bishops’ 
conference challenged its constitutionality 
in federal court. The suit was dismissed 
on grounds that no case or controversy 
had arisen. ‘‘A cloud therefore exists over 
the constitutionality of the Pregnancy 
Disability Act,’’ Father Bryce said. 


He said that the 
Insurance Practices Act ‘‘as drafted’’ 
could be construed to require all 
insurance companies to include abortion 
coverage in all health and disability 
insurance policies they offer. 


LANGUAGE asserting the new bill’s 
consistency with the Pregnancy Disability 
Act in its conscience clause gives ‘“‘little 
comfort,’’ he said.

Just as employers would have little 
opportunity to exercise freedom of 
conscience if unable to obtain group 
insurance with abortion coverage 
excluded, so individuals could face the 
same problem under the new bill, he said. 


“It provides little comfort to them to 
know that they need not avail themselves 
of (abortion) coverage, and it constitutes 
an outright violation of the consciences of 
such individuals who are required to 
provide health or disability insurance for 
others, such as dependents,”’ he said. 


THE DRAFT legislation would also 
invalidate some state laws which require 
that insurers treat abortion coverage as an 


optional addition to insurance policies, 
Father Bryce said, and would contradict 
“well-established congressional policy 
against federal support for abortion.”’ 


He urged that a clause be added to the 
bill stating that nothing in the legislation 
requires an insurance provider to include 
abortion in any of its policies and that it 
include language explicitly protecting 
“‘those who conscientiously object to 
abortion in all circumstances.’’ 


“‘Neither of these steps should be 
controversial, for they simply follow well- 
established federal policies already in 
force and protect American citizens from. 
coercion toward involvement in 
abortion,’’ he said. 


Roger Wagner credits Church 
as source of artistic success

SHAWNEE, Okla. (NC) — Bringing 
beautiful music — especially beautiful 
church music — to popes, queens, 
presidents and the residents of Shawnee; 
Roger Wagner, conductor of the Roger 
Wagner Chorale, lives a musician’s 
dream. 


He credits the Roman Catholic Church - 
as his source of inspiration and support. - 


‘“‘THE CHURCH has had an 
enormous influence on- me,’’ Wagner 
said in Shawnee, where his chorale was 
performing.

He said he has followed in the footsteps 
of his father, who was an organist at the 
cathedral of Dijon, France, before 
moving his family to Los Angeles in the 
1920s. 3 


Beginning as an altar boy and soprano 
soloist at St. Brendan and St. Joseph 
Churches in Los Angeles, where his 
father was the organist, Wagner has been 
involved in working with the Church for 
much of his life. The Church has been a 
major employer for Wagner. His first job 
as a choral director was at St. Ambrose 
Church when he was only 12. ‘‘I even 
studied for the priesthood,’’ Wagner said. 


HIS MAJOR STUDIES, however, 
have been in music. Earning a doctorate 
in music from the University of 
Montreal, Wagner became an authority 
on Catholic music of the medieval and 
Renaissance periods at an early age. 


“‘Whenever I do Gregorian chant and 
Renaissance music now I do it with the 
feeling that I’m in a cathedral, with 
authority and spirituality,’ he said. 


Despite an extensive touring schedule 
with the chorale, Wagner still responds to 
Church needs, as he did when Cardinal 
Timothy Manning of Los Angeles asked 
him to perform at the Los Angeles 
cathedral to celebrate the 800th 
anniversary of the birth of St. Francis of 
Assisi. 

CARDINAL MANNING isn’t the 
only one to call on Wagner for a special 
concert, however. Since he founded his

Student Bob Markovitch called it a 
government endorsement of a bigoted 
view. ‘‘It has no right to be in a state 
university. The exhibit is thematically 
and intentionally an attack on 
Catholicism.”’ 


According to the artist’s resume 
accompanying the exhibit; Van Dyke 
“twas ‘baptized’ and raised in the Roman 
Catholic institution’? and he was 
““converted to the Lord Jesus Christ upon 
hearing the Gospel contained in the holy 
Bible.”’ 

FATHER CLOUTIER said he 
planned to petition Illinois legislators to 
consider the exhibit a misuse of public 
funds.

chorale in 1948, Wagner has performed 
everywhere from the coronation festivities 
in London’s Royal Festival Hall for 
Queen Elizabeth II to the presidential 
inaugural concert at the Kennedy Center 
for President Richard Nixon. His chorale 
has toured every state in the Union, and 
has gone to Europe, the Middle’ East, 
South America and Japan. Wagner has 
directed the New York Philharmonic, the 
Royal Philharmonic in London, and the 
Philadelphia Orchestra. He is the only 
American to have directed the Bolshoi 
Orchestra in Moscow. 


His professionalism has won him high 
honors, including a Grammy award for 
his album Virtuoso. His Joy to the World 
recording became a Gold Record Album 
and was the all-time best seller for 
Columbia records. 


Wagner’s work for the Church, 
including 16 years at Boys Town, earned 
him the high honor of being made a 
knight commander of St. Gregory by 
Pope Paul VI in 1967. 


WAGNER IS critical of current 
Church music. ‘“‘I find it difficult to 
concentrate in a church with guitars,’’ he 
said. ‘‘It’s like a night-club act; when I go 
up to Communion I don’t know whether 
to receive the host or to order a scotch and 
water.”’ 


Wagner said he didn’t mean to sound 
disrespectful, but “‘the looseness of 
everything in the Church has made me 
extremely sad.’ 


Wagner, 69, said he. has no plans to 
retire. He has been physically fit since he, 
was a decathlon athlete for the French in 
the 1936 Olympics.

In a homily at the opening Mass of the 
Catholic Press Association convention in 
Philadelphia, Cardinal John Krol told the 
journalists that the Catholic press, though 
it should embody the highest of 
professional standards, should not merely 
emulate the secular press. 


He spoke, rather, of the need of getting 
the story behind the story, the kind of 
story that the secular press, lacking the 
motivation that the Catholic press should 
have, often lets slip by. 


ONE OF these neglected stories, he 
noted, had to do with pornography. The 
laws against pornography were excellent, 
said the cardinal, but their enforcement 
has fallen off to an alarming degree. 
Why? 

Three incidents that occurred after I 
heard Cardinal Krol’s homily have 
brought home with peculiar force the 
need to respond to his challenge. 


When I was driving back home with 
my wife after the convention, from 
Philadelphia to northern New Jersey, we 
passed a roadside attraction, a’ garish 
black-and-white building, advertised, as 
it turned out, from both approaches with 
huge billboards. This establishment 
offered all sorts of voyeuristic treats — 
strip shows, modeling studios, sex acts — 
you name it. 


CLASSIER, AT least by intent, was 
the message delivered a bit further along 
the road by another billboard, this one 
advertising the Playboy Club in Atlantic

City. It proclaimed with breathtaking 
chutzpah: ‘‘At last! Civilization Comes to 
Atlantic City.’’ Playboy, the pioneer in 
glossy voyeurism and no-strings sex, now 
has no qualms about pretending to 
respectability, like a millionaire pimp 
endowing a chair in the humanities. 

The third incident struck much closer 
to home, both literally and figuratively. 
My wife and I had left our two young 
daughters with friends who live near us 
and who have children about the same 
age as ours. And when we got home the 
mother told us that, the day before, one of 
her daughters was returning from school 
in the early afternoon with three other 
girls when a brown van pulled up beside 
them and the young driver offered them 
candy if they’d go for a ride. 


When they kept on walking, he got out 
and entreated them some more. Finally, 
when the light at the corner had turned 
green, he got back in and drove away. 


WHAT MAKES this incident all the 
more chilling is that it isn’t 
unprecedented. The same thing 
happened to another family we know in 
our little town. A man in a van pulled up 
beside their 11-year-old son and his 
seven-year-old sister as they were coming 
home from school. 

My wife and I grew up in Cleveland, 
and when we were as old as our older 
daughter, eight, we were already 
traveling all over an urban environment 
by ourselves. We know that times have 
changed, but we perhaps didn’t realize 
how much they have changed. We had 
been thinking of letting our eight-year-old 
walk back and forth to school, but 
obviously we have to think better of it 
now. 


Then, of course, there is no need to 
remind you of the gang rapes that have 
been so prominent in the headlines 
recently: the rapists young Irish 
Americans in Boston, blacks in a New 
Jersey town, Portuguese Americans in an 
historic New England port, fraternity 
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boys on a college campus, and three 
doctors — a frightening display of 
viciousness that cut: across racial and 
class distinctions. 


WHO’LL DENY that there’s 
something new and sinister in the air? 
And is it altogether unfair to indict 
pornography for some share of the blame? 


Do you remember the argument that 
easier access to sex would release tensions 
and thus make sex crimes less likely? You 
don’t hear that argument much lately. 


Is it too surprising that sex crimes seem 
to be very much on the increase — what 
with the advent’ of Playboy and _ its 
imitators and of unabashedly 
pornographic magazines and with what 
for practical purposes amounts to the 
abandonment of all restrictions on what 
may be shown on movie and television 
screens? 

WHAT DOES pornography do after 
all, especially in its most virulent form, 
but portray women as victims, compliant 


victims who despite their protestations are 
in reality begging for it? What is this sort 
of thing but an incitement to rape? 


Gang rape, in particular, is a form of 
war against women, a cruel and vicious 
war carried on by men whose capacity for 
love has been stunted, a wound that early 
and prolonged exposure to pornography 
may have had much to do _ with 
aggravating. This is a point that the 
majority of feminists have already very 
much taken to heart. Would that some 
other liberals were as logical! 


How about it then? Why aren’t the 
laws against pornography being 
enforced? And how about the Catholic 
press making an effort to find the 
answers? 

I REALIZE it might sound terribly 
square to talk in these terms, but it’s 
much easier to be “‘liberal’’? on the 
pornography question if you don’t 
happen to have any daughters.

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in January 1981, but told the federal 
agency to review one measure — the 
provision that radio stations no longer 
need to keep public programming logs. 

Radio deregulation had been oppposed 
by the U.S. Catholic Conference and 
other churches and public interest groups. 
One, the United Church of Christ, took 
the FCC to court over the matter. 

THE DEREGULATION ended 
stipulations that commercials be limited, 
that broadcasters ascertain and address 
community needs, that a certain amount 
of air time be devoted to non- 
entertainment programming (including 
news and public affairs programs), and 
that logs of programming be kept for 
review by the general public. 

In its May 10 ruling, the three-judge 
appellate court said that radio 
deregulation might have been better 
accomplished if Congress itself had acted. 
But, it added, ‘‘we cannot say that the 
commission has overstepped its statutory 
authority or its administrative

Pastoral Letter; 


CATHOLIC EDUCATORS: DISCIPLES OF THE ONE 
TEACHER — The Vision and the Promise 


My dear Brothers and Sisters in Christ: 

The final instructions which Jesus gave the apostles were to 
make disciples of all nations and to teach them to observe all that 
He had commanded. The word catechesis was soon given to the 
Church’s efforts to carry out the Lord’s instructions. Paramount 
among these efforts was the inspired composition of the Gospels, 
written to help people to believe that Jesus is the Son of God, so 
that through this faith they might have life in His name. 

Since apostolic times, the Church has given priority to this 
task of handing on the faith. Today, as the world approaches the 
third millenium, the Church’s responsibility to preserve and 
pass on the saving message of Christ remains its primary and 
essential mission. This involves far more than the transmission 
of a body of abstract theological truths. The definitive aim of the 
Church’s educational efforts is to put people not only in touch 
but in communion, in intimacy, with Jesus Christ. It is 
accomplished within the context of a community of disciples who 
together strive to come to know and love Jesus as the Teacher 
and personification of Truth. This dimension of the Church has 
been an integral part of its experience from the beginning: 

What we have seen and heard we proclaim 
in turn to you so that you may share life 
with us. This fellowship of ours is with 
the Father and with His Son, Jesus Christ. 

AS SUCCESSORS of the apostles, the bishops have 
emphasized repeatedly the value of Catholic education. At the 
Second Vatican Council, we proclaimed the right of every 
Christian to an education which ‘‘not only develops the maturity 
of the human person’’ but which also ensures that ‘‘as they are 
gradually introduced to a knowledge of the mystery of salvation, 
(they) become more appreciative of the gift of faith which they 
have received.’’ 

As your bishop, I recognize the sacrifices made by parents and 
commend the entire Catholic community for its long history of 
support for Catholic schools and religious education programs. I 
am also very much aware of the unique witness of priests and 
Religious in this apostolate. 

Their many years of service to this diocese is acknowledged 
with heartfelt thanks. In this pastoral letter, however, I wish 
especially to affirm the lay men and women who have embraced 
the vocation of educator, ‘‘a vocation which is as proper to the 
laity as to those who follow other states of life in the Church.’’ In 
recent years, the laity in increasing numbers have assumed even 
greater responsibility for the important work of Catholic 
education. 

CATHOLIC EDUCATION is a continuous process of being 
formed and informed by the Word of God, by the sacramental 
life of the Church, by the Church’s rich tradition and by the 
Catholic value system. It strives to lead all persons to maturity 
— personal, intellectual, social, moral and spiritual — in the 
context of the Catholic faith community. It is a life-long process 
beginning at birth and extending throughout the life cycle, 
touching the whole person — the special needs of each; the gifts, 
talents and capabilities of each; the cultural background of each; 
and the socio-economic situation of each. 

Catholic education takes place first and foremost in the 
family. While there are many influences which affect the process 
of growth in individuals, the family unit remains the first shaper 
of values and attitudes. The family, as Church in miniature, has 
a serious responsibility to mold, shape and instruct its members 
through example, service, relationships with others, practice of 
the faith and participation in the faith community. ‘“Their 
(parents’) role as educator is so decisive that scarcely anything 
can compensate for their failure in it.’’ 

The larger faith community also plays an important role in 
educating its members. In an informal yet crucial way, the 
community models for its members what it means to be a mature 
believer. Some of its members, moreover, are called to take on 
the responsibility for Catholic education in a more formal, 
systematic manner. These persons accept the challenge to lead 
others to intellectual and spiritual maturity. By responding to 
the vocation of Catholic educator as teachers and administrators 
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in our Catholic. schools and at our university, as religious 
educators and catechists in parish programs, or as parents in 
family-based programs, they share in the educational mission of 
the Church. 

YET TO be effective teachers, all must first be faithful 
disciples. Conscious that they are disciples of the one Teacher 
and beneficiaries of God’s gift, Catholic educators must strive to 
understand more fully the Gospel message committed to their 
care, to develop a deeper personal relationship to Christ their 
Savior and Lord, and to announce with absolute fidelity the 


Good News they have received. They must integrate the Gospel . 


message into their own lives and assist those under their 
instruction or guidance to achieve this integration in their lives 
as well. 

They need, moreover, the knowledge and skills necessary for 
communicating the Gospel message effectively: ‘‘(a) solid grasp 
of Catholic doctrine and worship; familiarity with scripture; 
communication skills; the ability to use various methodologies; 
understanding of how people grow and mature and of how 
persons of different ages and circumstances learn.’’ Solid 
professional formation is of prime importance. Once acquired, 
this formation must be maintained and deepened, developed 
and renewed to keep it always fresh and vital. 

We are fortunate in this diocese to have available to us the 
resources of our own Catholic university which offers 
undergraduate course work in religious studies and graduate 
coursework in religious education. Special workshops in 
theology and religious education also are offered under the 
auspices of the university. 

PROGRAMS FOR the preparation and continuing education 
of catechists and religious educators are provided also by the 
diocese through the various offices of the Department of 
Educational Ministry. The Diploma Program, conducted jointly 
by the university and the diocese, grants continuing education 
credit to those who want college level instruction but do not wish 
to pursue an academic degree. Catechist formation courses, 
youth ministry training, institutes and workshops offer 
additional opportunities for certification and renewal. I 
encourage the people of the diocese — especially Catholic 
educators — to take advantage of these opportunities for 
personal and professional growth. 

But knowledge alone is not enough. ‘‘Faith must be shared 
with conviction, joy, love, enthusiasm and hope.’’ The Catholic 
educator, therefore, “‘must be a person of prayer, one who 
frequently reflects on the Scriptures and whose Christ-like living 
testifies to deep faith.’’ They must live ‘‘in this world according 


to the Spirit of Christ, in love of God and neighbor. To do this _ 


requires self-discipline and self-sacrifice. It is not easy, but, in 
the strength which comes from the gifts of Christ and His Spirit, 
it is possible for sincere followers of Christ.’’ 

They recognize that to be effective ministers of God’s Word, 
they must first be fully formed by that Word. And so they strive 
to perfect in themselves the image of the living Christ, aware 
always of their own shortcomings and that it is God’s Spirit that 
is at work in them and through them. Perfection is the goal to 
which all are called and toward which all must strive. Yet all 
remain disciples, learners, pilgrims en route to this goal, each 
one at a different point along the way. Nevertheless, all .are 
capable of real sanctity, wherever they are, for sanctity does not 
presuppose perfection. Sanctity, rather, is an intimate 
relationship with God founded not on our perfection but on love: 
God’s love for us and our response to His love. 

GOD’S LOVE is celebrated most fittingly i in the context of 
community, especially in the Eucharist, the ‘‘sign of community 
and cause of its growth.’’ Catholic educators are called to foster 
community as men and women who have learned its meaning by 
experiencing it themselves. Firmly committed to the Church and 
bonded to it with love, they join their fellow disciples assembled 
at the feet of Christ to hear His message, celebrate His presence, 
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and seek His grace. Through their active participation in the 
sacramental life of the Church, they give testimony to the 


importance of the life-giving and healing effects of the 


Sacraments. Through their gift of time and talents, they 
continue the loving service of Christ. 


Administrators and religious education leadership play a 
decisive part in the formation of the faith community. It is they 
who select personnel. If they select men and women who are 
themselves committed to the Gospel, they strengthen the faith 
community. If, on the other hand, they select men or women 
who are hostile or indifferent to the Gospel, they weaken it. It is 
they, too, who shape policy. Careful attention to this role will 
create an environment in which the faith of the community will 
develop and flourish; neglect of it, an environment in which it 
will wither and die. 


All Catholic educators, whatever their role, have a singular 
opportunity to profess their faith openly. People expect them not 
only to be knowledgeable about their faith but also to be vocal 
and articulate in expressing it. As men and women living in the 
midst of a secular world, their witness in the living of Gospel 
values is especially important. If others see in them a sincere 
desire to understand and live the Gospel faithfully, they will be 
more disposed to accept the Gospel themselves. By the integrity 
of their lives, they demonstrate that it is possible to live deeply 
Christian lives while being immersed in the modern world. In 
their commitment to Christ, others should see ‘‘the Christian 
attitude and behavior that is often so conspicuously absent from 
the secular atmosphere in which they live.’’ The more 
completely they give concrete witness to the model of the ideal 
Christian, the more this ideal will be believed and imitated. 


THIS IS true in the classroom and in the community at large. 
All teachers, even those who teach subjects that do not readily 
admit of the discussion of values, can and should bring to the 
classroom the example and inspiration of their own Christian 
lives. Catholics in public schools can witness to their faith in this 
way. Catechists, too, demonstrate in their daily living the values 
they teach. 


’ In the past decade-and-a-half, Catholic education in this 
diocese has developed and matured remarkably. To a 
longstanding and cherished tradition of programs for children 
and youth, new programs have been added and existing 
programs greatly expanded to address the religious education 
and spiritual formation needs of all age levels and groups: pre- 
school children, adults, Native Americans, the Spanish and 
Vietnamese-speaking, the mentally retarded and the 
handicapped. Our schools have established their reputation for 
professionalism and excellence. Religion teachers and catechists 
now are certified under the standards of the California 
Catholic Conference. Parish programs increasingly are headed 
by professional religious educators. Great progress has been 
made. I rejoice in this and thank God. 


But new challenges lie before us in the decade-and-a-half 
ahead as we approach the third millenium of Christianity. We 
must work to assure that our schools remain Catholic in fact as 


well as name. We must continue and increase our efforts to form. 


schools and parishes into real communities of faith by fostering 
the prayer life and spiritual formation of staff as well as students, 
adults as well as children. Nothing less than the active 
commitment of the entire Church community will be equal to 
this task. Every individual Catholic, every family, every parish 
and, indeed, the entire diocese must recognize and accept 
education as both an individual responsibility and an apostolate 
of the whole Church. 


I AM confident that, with God’s grace and the generous effort 
of all, we shall continue to extend and improve Catholic

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Poland’s Catholics steadfast in face of oppression

On May 1 of this year, a red and white 
Solidarity banner draped the pulpit of 
Warsaw’s Roman Catholic cathedral 
even though the Polish government had 
warned of stern repercussions against 
anyone who participated that day in 
rallies backing the officially-outlawed 
independent union. 

The scene in the cathedral served as a 
graphic illustration of what has been a 
consistent fact in Polish history — the 
intertwining of Roman Catholicism with 
opposition to political oppression. 

THERE WERE periods when 
harmony existed between the Church and 
the government. Poland, in fact, 
generally counts as its birth as a nation 
the day in 966 when Piast Prince Mieszko 
I was baptized a Catholic and the Polish 
state thus gained recognition within the 
community of European Christian 
nations. 

And for a period during the Middle 
Ages the Polish primate, who served as 
archbishop of Gniezno, held a privileged 
position in the nation’s civil law: he 
presided over the Senate, ran the country 
during an interregnum, officially received 
foreign envoys and supervised the 
electoral sessions of Parliament. 

A roofed gallery through which Polish 
kings walked from Warsaw’s royal castle 
to its cathedral symbolized the calm 
coexistence which the Church and the 
government at times enjoyed. 

BUT THOSE periods were only 
pleasant interludes in a mournful melody. 
The more common climate was one of 
strife. 

The victimization which Poland has 
continually suffered at the hands of her 


_neighbors once took the form of a 


tripartite partition: from 1795 until 1916 
Russia, Prussia and Austria sliced Poland 
out of existence and governed its sections. 
Particularly in the Russian area, which 
included Warsaw, repression was harsh: 
monasteries were suppressed, processions 
outside churches and May devotions were 
prohibited, the major portion of Church 
property was confiscated, the Russian 
language was ordered to be used for 
worship, and numerous bishops and 
priests who opposed the restrictions were 
banished to Siberia. 


Even before the partition, the links 


_ between the Church and the Polish people 


in the struggle against oppression had 
been forged. One November day in 1655 
several thousand Swedish soldiers began a 
siege of the monastery of Jasna Gora in 
southern Poland. The monastery was 
defended by 150 noblemen and 70 
led by their prior, Father 
Augustyn Kordecki. After 40 days of 
trying in vain to capture Jasna Gora the 
Swedish soldiers withdrew, a fact which 
spurred the nation on to victory. 


JASNA GORA had been a critical 
target because it housed the painting 
which stood for the Poles as the 
superlative symbol of faith and freedom: 
the image of Our Lady of Czestoschowa. 


Legend says that the picture was 
painted by St. Luke on the table of the 
holy family at Nazareth. That much is 
legend, although researchers date the 
painting from the first centuries of 
Christianity. What is not legend is that in 
1430 Hussites from the border region of 
Bohemia attacked the monastery and tore 
out the painting, hacking away at it with 
sabers. But Poles restored it and painted 
on Mary’s right cheek two evident 
smudges in memory of the picture’s 
profanation. 


It has been the Mother of God, and in 
particular Our Lady of Czestoschowa, to 
-whom Poles for centuries have looked in 
time of trouble. It is no accident that Pope 
John Paul II as a boy stopped each day 
before and after school at a Marian altar 
in his village church or that he ends each 
Wednesday audience with a prayer to 
Our Lady of Jasna Gora for the people of 
his homeland. The pontiff, as he told the

against Communist oppression. 
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crowd in St. Peters’ Square when he was 
elected pope in 1978, is ‘“‘a son of 
Poland.”’ 


THE POPE’S memory of World War 
II is a graphic one. On Friday, Sept. 1, 
1939, the German blitzkrieg of Poland 
began. Seventy-five German. divisions 
and 2,400 tanks smashed across the 
border and 2,000 planes flew in to bomb 
major Polish cities behind the lines. 
Cracow, where Karol Wojtyla was a 
19-year-old university student, was 
among the first cities bombed. But two 
hours later, because it was a First Friday, 
young Wojtyla walked through the 
smoking rubble to serve Mass in his 
parish church. 


The Nazi occupation was a five-year’ 


- nightmare for Poles and for the Church in 


that country. Thousands of priests and 
Religious were sent to concentration 
camps, where many of them died. Several 


' dioceses lost nearly half of their clergy at 


the hands of the Nazis. All told, the 
violence of the war took the lives of nearly 
three million Polish Catholics. 


The man who would become Poland’s 
first pope felt the persecution keenly. 
Karol Wojtyla’s school, the University of 
Cracow, was one of the Nazi’s early 
victims. Hitler had vowed that the nation 
would become ‘‘a vast Polish labor 
camp,”’ so no intellectual advance could 
be tolerated. On Nov. 6, 1939, the 


university’s professors were arrested en 
masse by the Gestapo and sent to a 
concentration camp, from which most of 
them never returned. 


NEVERTHELESS by the end of that 
year, Wojtyla and several other students, 
together with a few professors who had 
managed. to escape .arrest, set up a 
clandestine university. The stakes were 
high — certain arrest and possible death 
would be the consequence of detection — 
so the students and teachers would slip 
individually in and out of houses where 
they would conduct classes in hushed 
tones. 


Three years later, when Wojtyla began 
to study for the priesthood, it was an 
underground seminary which he 
attended, and the students continued to 
live in their own homes. On Aug. 6, 
1944, a day which came to be called Black 
Sunday, Gestapo units roamed through 
Cracow, rounding up every male they 
could find between the ages of 15 and 55 
and shooting them in the streets. 
Somehow they passed by the cramped 
basement apartment at 10 Tyniecka 
Street. Had they entered, they. would 
have found Karol Wojtyla kneeling in 
prayer behind the closed but unlocked 
door. i 


‘After the war, the Communist- 
controlled government gave early 
evidence of its attitude toward the

Reds jail elderly Polish Jesuit 


WARSAW, Poland (NC) — 
Communist authorities have jailed a 
68-year-old Jesuit priest after he appealed 
for donations to help those imprisoned 
after anti-government demonstrations on 
May Day, Church sources said last week. 


Jesuit Father Stefan Dzierzek, superior 
of a Jesuit community in Kalisz, west of 
Warsaw, was sentenced to two months in 
jail, the police commander there said. 


FATHER DZIERZEK received an 
18-month suspended sentence earlier this 
year for violating a law forbidding ‘‘abuse 
of religious freedom.’’ It was not clear 
whether that sentence would be imposed 
now. 


It was handed down for erecting a 
Christmas crib in the days after martial 
law was declared in December 1981. 


Church sources said Father Dzierzek,- 
who has delivered many sermons 
condemning military rule, was accused of 
“organizing a collection for jailed and 
harassed people.”’ 


SOURCES CONNECTED with the 
banned Solidarity labor movement in 
Kalisz said at least seven supporters of the 


union were picked up after street 
demonstrations there at the beginning of 
May, when police dispersed protesters in 
several major cities. 


Father Dzierzek was believed to have 
been taken to a jail in Strzelin, south of 
Wroclaw, the Church sources said. 


The priest’s imprisonment coincided 
with renewed strains in Church-state 
relations five weeks before the visit of 
Pope John Paul II and a warning by Gen. 
Wojciech Jaruzelski, head of the Polish 
government, against priests who ‘‘act 
against internal peace.”’ 


AT THE beginning of May, high 
Church officials expressed anger and 
concern over a police break-in at a 
Warsaw convent housing the 
headquarters of the committee set up by 
Cardinal Jozef Glemp of Warsaw for 
helping those detained and harassed 
under martial law. 


On May 7, Jaruzelski said, ‘“Those of 
the clergy who are acting against internal 
peace under the influence of intransigent 
anti-communism or _ superficial 
emotions...harm the long-range interests 
of the Church.”’ 


nationalization of Catholic presses and 
the censorship of Catholic publications. 
In 1948, Father Wojtyla, who was then a - 
student priest in Rome, decided to return 
to help the Church in his homeland after 
700 priests were arrested in Poland by the 
Communist government. 

THE NATION’S primate, Cardinal 
Stefan Wyszynski was ‘‘deposed’’ and 
arrested in 1953 for his consistent public 
challenges to repression. A slight thaw in 
state-Church relations came in 1956 with 
the election of Wladyslaw Gomulka as 
party leader, but ensuing years saw the 
situation deteriorate. To this day there is 
persistent harassment of the Church. 
Parochial schools do not exist. Catholic 
youth and lay organizations are banned. 
Top spots in government and business are 
closed to Catholics. 


When Pope John Paul visited Poland in 
1979, there were no holidays from work 
or school, and local observers said that 
children were warned not to miss school 
to see the pope, lest the names of the 
absent be sent to higher authorities. 
Seldom and only reluctantly does the 
government- grant permission for 
churches to be built in suburbs where the 
population has jumped sharply. In 1981, 
Archbishop Josef Glemp, who had just 


' been appointed as Cardinal Wyszynski’s 


successor, told in an interview of the 
government’s refusal to allow the 
construction of catechetical centers in 
rural areas. 


Pope John Paul II, who as archbishop 
of Cracow had often criticized the 
Communist regime, has continued the 
attack since becoming pope. 


IN 1979 the pontiff wanted to visit his 
homeland in May, to celebrate the 900th 
anniversary of the death of one of 
Poland’s patrons, St. Stanislaus. But the 
government had balked at the timing, 
apparently fearing honoring a martyr 
who had been executed for opposing state 
repression - might have some 
contemporary applications. Instead, the 
Communists would grant the pope a visit 
in June. 

The pontiff’s solution was simple — he 
accepted the invitation, then transferred 
the celebration of the feast that year to 
June 10. During his visit he cited 
Stanislaus as an example of ‘‘how deeply 
the moral order penetrates...the life of the 
nation as a state.’’ And in Poland’s 
mining region, he defended strongly the 
rights of workers, ad libbing that he was 
““going to get into trouble for saying these 
things.”’ 

Characteristically Pope John Paul in 
the spring of this year asked Poland’s 
president that the upcoming papal visit be 
coupled with the release of hundreds of 
political prisoners interned since the onset 
of martial law in December of 1981. 


ARCHBISHOP GLEMP, while 
pleading regularly for the calm dialogue 
which can avoid bloodshed, has also 
hurled sharp challenges at the regime, as 
on May 8 of this year when he said: 
‘‘What we need is peace, and to keep the 
peace we need very little — that the voice 
of the people be listened to, and 
understood with good will.’”’ 


Through centuries of Church-state 
tension, Roman Catholic practice in 
Poland has never faltered. Today, in fact, 
it is arguably the world’s ‘‘most Catholic 
country.’’ Ninety-four percent of its 35 
million citizens are Catholic, and among 
those Catholics, between 85 and 90 
percent attend Mass at least weekly. 
Parish religious classes are attended by 85 
percent of Polish youth, and the nation’s 
seminaries are full, the last available 
statistics showing an enrollment increase 
of 45 percent between 1975 and 1980. 

There is no way of quantifying how 
much of that religious vitality is due to the 
interweave of faith and the experience of 
political repression, but Pope John Paul 
II’s gentle understatement in Warsaw 
four years ago cannot be challenged. 

‘“‘IT IS impossible without Christ,’’ he 
said, ‘‘to understand the history of the 
Polish nation.’’

Maybe its the good who die old 


The old adage about the good being 
those who die young is somewhat out of 
step with the trend in missionary 
longevity. In their sixties, seventies, 
eighties and nineties, there are priests 
and religious ‘’out there’ still nurturing 
the Lord’s vineyard and evidently 
thriving on it. 

In this one year for instance, 16 
missionary bishops will celebrate the 
25th anniversary of becoming bishop; 
while another 16 bishops will celebrate 
50 years as priests and six their 60th 
anniversaries. 

Among the oldest is Bishop Francis C. 
Marrieri, orginally from Italy, who was 
born in 1889 and was prefect apostolic 
and later bishop of Ndola, Zambia, from 
1930 onwards. At 93 he is still in the 
apostolic field. 

Then there is retired archbishop 
Joseph Strebler, from Strasburg 
(France) and a missionary in Ghana from 
1937 to 1960. Although no longer 
resident in Africa, he continues with 
historical research into early missionary 
endeavors. 

Msgr. Patrick Kelley (from Ireland, 
of course, where else?) who served in

Nigeria from 1924 to 1973 is another 
example of missionary longevity, now 
enjoying retirement in County Cork. 

Bishop G.B. Cesana, an - Italian

years. 

My own old friend and mentor, who 
was the first bishop of Central Africa 
and the first bishop to die while 
attending Vatican II, was 84-year-old 
Archbishop Aston Chichester, who 
served in Rhodesia for 25 years, 
starting at the late age of 59.
